EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Socialists and Labor 


'T'HE action of the labor conference 
* 
in Belfast, embracing repre- 


sentatives from all over the world, in 
refusing td be tied to the socialist kite, 
was most sensible. 


We have some good friends who 


are socialists, and we like to hear 
them talk, but their arguments are 
not convincing, for the very good rea- 
son that they are founded on a fal- 
lacy—that all men could be mentally 
and physically equal. However, we do 
not intend 10 start any argument 
on 


the subject, for when a man has the 
socialist virus in his system you can- 
not convince him ot ixnytning to the 
discredit of his theory, no matter how 
you try. 


The point we desire to make with 


regard 
to 
labor 
movements and 


socialism is that socialism has accom- 
plished not one single thing. It can- 
not point to one practical result of all 
the proselyting that has been going 
on for the last thirty years. The great 
split in the socialist movement in the 
"id's resulted in the final separation of 
the theorists from the practical work- 
ers. 
It drew the line between anar- 


chism, 
or 
nihilism, 
and 
socialism 


proper 
The socialists have since then 


talked and written in every known 
language and have yet to thow re- 
sults, pxrep' in the Individaal cases of 
Wilshlre, of ^ilshire's Magazine, and 
the editor of the Appeal to Reason. 
These men have made a good living 
and %\U1 continue to make one; bu. 
tho man who contributes to their sup- 
port has made no more than he had 
before. 


The old 
competitive 
system, 
of 


which they talk so much, is still ir> 
existence and shows 
no 
signs 
of 


breakinp down. 


The trades unions, on 
the 
other 


hand, starting with the sole idea of 
advancing the interest and condition 
of the working man, 
have 
accom- 


pli"herl much. They have reduced the 
hours of labor and have Incmasocl the 
nay of the workingman nil over the 
globe. It seems to us, therefore, that 
it is rather impudent for the socialists 
to seek to turn the unions away from 
the successful course that they have 
pursued for so many years, to adopt 
instead a policy that is academical and 
barren of accomplishment.

SPEAKER CANNON "STANDS PAT" 


(Chicago Tribune) 


While oner nations are 
enacting 


tariff laws with maximum and mini- 
mum rates, the United States clings to 
its single rate tariff. 
That sort of 


tariff, as Secretary Root said to 
the 


national convention for the extension 
of the foreign commerce of the United 
States, gives little opportunity for rec- 
iprocity. Therefore he favors 
the 


maximum and minimum system. 
If 


it were in force he would be better 
able to negotiate advantageous com- 
mercial treaties. 


The president is understood to be 


of one mind with the secretary of 
state as to the desirability of a double- 
barreled 
tariff 
law, 
but 
if 
the 


schedules of such a law were to be 
drafted by 
Speaker 
Cannon 
thero 


would be no 
sudden 
extension 
of 


American 
commerce. The 
speaker 


does not like new tangled ideas and 
imported notions. 
He 
prefers 
the 


stern simplicity of the old fashioned 
tariff. 


He said to the convention that if 


the people who are for a minimum 
and maximum tariff were told that 
the minimum should afford ample 
protection to American industries and 
that the maximum should be higher, 


those of them who are not Christians 


would say 'dam,' and those of them 
who are would shake their heads." 
The speaker also remarked that if 
the minimum rates were to be made 
lower than the rates now in 
force 


there would be a great outcry from 
the manufacturers. 
He let the con- 


vention draw the conclusion that the 
drafting of a tariff law on the lines the 
secretary of state approves of and that 
the convention had indorsed would 
not be an easy matter. 


Nor will it be. If congress were to 


attempt to prepare maximum and 
minimum 
rates the 
standpatters, 


headed by the speaker, would insist 
that the rates now in force—many of 
which are confessedly far too high— 
should be the minimum rates. If that 
were agreed to there would be none of 
the commercial gains which may be 
had 
through a reasonable 
double 


tariff.
